The Forrer Dictionary makes no mention of the 
medal for Robert Henry Eagle. Moritz Furst, 
the medallist, was once the ensraver at the 
United States Mint and his dates are 1807-1838 
There is much information given about him in 
the Dictionary. 

Neither the Washington Before Boston nor 
the General Horatic Gates medals are mentioned, 
in the Dictionary. There are two medallists by 
the name of Gatteaux: Jaques Edouard Gatteaux 
- 19788-1881 and Nicholas Marie Gatteaux 17681- 
1832, either of which may have made the one of 
General Horatio Gates. The medal to General 
Morgan was produced in 1789. 

Can you give me any particulars regarding 
the mint exhibit? .

Dear Mr.Belden: 


Thank you so such for your letter of the 28th vlt. with in- 
formation in re certain of our mational medals. Fuerst was only a 
Special employe of the Mint and I find it next to impossible to 
discover enything sbout such peo phe from any records here. The only 
source I know of is the files of the 01d numismstic publications. 

I fear that Forrer is in error about some of his dates. For in- 
Stance you quote him as stating that the Lawrence medal was pro duced 
in 1813;but the act of Congress mthorizing the medal was not pass- 
ed until January 11,1814! Again,the McDonough medal was not author- 
ized until October 20,1814, and the Blakeley medal November 53,1814; 
and it is theredfé#e very improbable that Fuerst prepared them that 
Same year,when only one or two months of the year remained. The dates 
he gives are these of the actions,naval or military ,for distinguished 
conduct in which they were awarded. It is probably almost imposs ible 
now to discover the dates when many of thes? medals were actually 
executed. Still greater difficulty will attend an investigation into 
the date when the medals awarded for bravery etc. in the Revolution- 
ary War were made. If ¥Forrer does not state when du Vivier made the 
Washington Before Boston medal,the most important one of the whole ¢r 
group,then it cannot be expected that he would have the dates when 
he complete. the less impotant pieces,such as the de Fleury,the How- 
ard,and the William Washington medals. 

It is very probable that al! thet groupg was produced som con- 
Siderable time after they were authorized. 

The Gatteaux that made the medals for the United States was Nicolas 
Marie G.,without doubt,as he signs himself N.Gatteaux. 

You must see how immensely I am trammelled in my work for the want 
of library facilities. 

I expect to ses a good deal of the Bxhibition. If I can arrange to 
have some lamtern slides made of some of the characteristic pieces I 
Shall discuss the Exhibition before the Numismatic end Antiquatian 
Society of Philadelphia March £lst. I have written to lir.tuntington 
in regard to that matter. I might just as well have written to you and 
perhaps better. What facilities have you for making photographs of 
things at your rooms there? 

Some time next week,perhaps on Friday the 12th,a delegation of 
Philadelphians will come over to visit the Exhibition. How large the 
party will be I cannot now state. It is now only forming. It will be 
a party of exceedingly nice men,the modest cultured gentlemen of Phila- 
delphia,and will include none of the usual crowd that gets daffy over 
copper cents and pattern pieces. Some of the party will remain over 
until Saturday,and have already inquired ebhout hotel facilities near 
the Hispanic Society's buildings.
